In claim 1, line 10, "interrupted (plug 24)" has been changed to "interrupted by a 
plug (24)". The word "the" at the end of the line has been deleted. 

In claim 2, line 2, "interruption (plug 25) ' has been changed to "interruption by a 
plug (25)". 

In claim 2, line 4, "locations (plugs 24a, 24b)" has been changed to "locations by 
plugs (24a, 24b)". 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Reid, Jr. (US 
5,725,891) discloses a cooling system fixed to a carrier plate (28) by means of a fluid 
which is passed from a fluid inlet (248) to a fluid outlet (250) by way of fluid conduits 
(230. 232, 234, 236, 238, 240, 242) supported by means of the carrier plate (28), 
wherein plugs (54) are disposed alternately between adjacent bores on opposite sides 
of the plate and serve to selectively block the cross-bores to create a serpentine series 
flow of the fluid through the adjacent cavities. See Fig. 4; col. 1-4. However, Reid does 
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not disclose a cooling system for cooling sleeves fixed to a carrier plate, by means of a 
fluid which is passed from a fluid inlet to a fluid outlet by way of fluid conduits supported 
by means of the carrier plate, wherein the fluid conduits include main supply conduits 
and supply conduits which extend approximately transversely with respect to each 
other, the supply conduits extending in mutually parallel relationship and arranged in 
pairs in the carrier plate and being connected to a row of sleeves is so disposed 
between the supply conduits of a pair such that each sleeve is connected to both supply 
conduits, wherein fluid communication is interrupted by a plug in at least one supply 
conduit of the pair substantially at the middle of its longitudinal extent.
